1 . Claims 33-36 are rejected under 35 (JSC 1 12(first paragraph) as being based 
upon a non-enabling disclosure. 

As acknowledged in applicant's RCE statement, the barrier layer is under the 
information receiving layer, not over the information receiving layer as recited in claims 
33-36. 

2. Claims 1 4, 1 7, 1 8 and 33-36 are rejected under 35 (JSC 1 02 (b) as being 
anticipated by either of the patents to Shaw-Klein et al. (U.S.P. 5,789,070; see column 

2. lines 61-64 and column 3, lines 3, 5 and 6) or Missel et al (U.S.P. 6,040,060; se 
column 2, lines 16, 34-37 and 42-44). 

3. Claims 14,17, 33, 34 and 1 6 are rejected under 35 USC 1 02 (b) as being 
anticipated by the patent to Romano et. al (U.S.P. 5,723,21 1 ; see column 4, lines 34 
and 53-57). 

4. The above rejections are based upon the assumption that applicant inadvertently 
forgot to amend claims 33-36 to recite that the hydrophilic layer is under the information 
receiving layer.
